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CHICAGO'S GANG WAR. 


That bloody brush belween officers and gangsters 


in Chicago, which cost the lives of three courageous 
and loyal policemen, Is a hideous reflection upon the 
•econd largest city in the United States. It was the 
culmination of a long period of intermittent warfare 
between various elements in the , underworld, en- 
gaged in a deadly warfare among themselves, and a 
separate and distinct struggle with the police, who 
were attempting to curb their activities. Five officers 
were killed during the week, including the three shot 
down In the climax of last Saturday. 


Gangs have always existed and thrived in Chicago. 
To a. greater degree, perhaps, than in any other 


great American city, gangster methods have prevailed 
in Chicago because they were accepted as q. neces- 
sary evil of cosmopolitan life. 
But in more recent 


weeks, there has been a daring, a boldness, a cold- 
savagery In the operations of the gangs in Chicago's 
underworld, which should have served_as a warning 
to the citizenship of that community. 


Dion O'Bannion, one ot the most powerful of the 


underworld leaders,- was ambushed and shot to death 
by the members of a Tival bootlegging ting. J The 
church where he had worshiped as a boy, refused to 
"permit the holding of funeral services In any property 
under Us jurisdiction. 
But the Chicago underworld 


prepared to do honor to its fallen idol with a lavish 
expenditure of money which startled the rest oC the 
country. 
The floral tributes cost thousands of dol- 


lars, and required a half a dozen motor trucks to 
transport them to the cemetery. 
They came from 


every quarter—rich and poor, obscure and influential. 
A hundred musicians headed the funeral procession. 
The casket in which O'Bannton's body reposed was 
magnificent and cost a small fortune. 
While the 


church would not allow O'Bannion to be buried under 
its roof, thousands o£ people lined the streets to pay 
homage, .to a man reputed to be a cold-blooded 
"killer." 
. 


And then came Genna, the spectacular leader- of a 


rival element in the underworld, 
and 
presumably 


killed in retaliation for the death of O'Bannion. which 
it was thought Genna had inspired. Once again Chi- 
cago -was treated to a spectacle which should have 
caused any right-minded community to have lowered 
'its head in humiliation. 
It was estimated that the 


funeral expenses Tor Genna were in excess of $50,000, 
an outpouring of -wealth which had been" gained 
through ganglajid'a operations. 
\ The explanation of this amazing' affront to good 
citizenship, this mockery <jf every decent Instinct In 
the life of a great city, this daring and cold-blooded 
"last-ditch" stand of banditry and lawlessness against 
the sworn officers of the law may be found In the. 
facts related, above. O'Bannion and Genna and their 
followers were new figures in the lurid history of 
Chicago's gangland. Their rise to power and riches 
was simultaneous with the enactment of the federal 
prohibition amendment. 
They fought it out for su- 


premacy in'a. new field of crime. There was no need 
for them or their followers to engage in the more 
precarious underUJkfruja of safe-cracking- and stick- 
ups. They made fortunes in peddling Illicit booze and 


" they had the secret sympathy of a large portion of 


Chicago?* population, which was openly and notor- 
iously rebel Ho us against the liquor mandate. 


Chicago must clean up. 
The gangs must go. 
. 


The nefarious traffic which provides an easy means 1 


of extremely profitable operation for ' the criminal 
elements of Chicago's underworld must be wiped out. 
Gang rule must end. And to that end every thought- 
ful and law-ablddlng citizen of the "Windy City must 
align himself back of the courageous and determined 
police officers who are making a fight for law and 
decency. There can be no more spectacles such as 
characterized the burials of O'Bannion and Genna. 


. 
NOT A CONSISTENT ATTITUDE. 


Mr. Jardine, the seretary^bf agriculture, is quoted 


in a published interview as deploring the fact that 
some -wheat is being held throughout the country by 
persons who expect to get higher prices for it. He 
says that this is Interfering with prosperity and that 
what western agriculturists need is an injection of 
big business iriethods into their industry. 


Just what the secretary means by the latter clause 


is not clear. But it is plain enough what he intends 
to conTey In his statement about the hoarding of 
wheat. His theory seems to be that everyone having 
grain to sell should let loose of it at once. But if 
that "were done the natural effect would be to glut 
the market and send prices down, so that the people 
with wheat J;o sell would get less for it. Incidentally, 
such a practice at harvest time would greatly dimin- 
ish the farmer's returns on his investment and labor. 


Mr. Jardine must know enough concerning human 


nature to realize that nobody 
IB going to sell his 


wheat, unless he is hard pressed for money, when it 
seems likely that he can make a good profit from 
rising prices by keeping it awhile. Farmers, Specu- 
lators, and exporters are all alike In this respect. Xo 
matter how much the secretary of agriculture may 
scold about it, they are not going to sacrifice their 
anticipated gains by disposing of what they have for 
less than they think they can get for it a little later on. 


Perhaps Mr. Jardine bad in mind the old wheat now 


In the hands ot speculative buyers, who hope to dis- 
pose of It at a good advance before the new crop 
comes on. He fears, maybe, that if this wheat is re- 
leased just previous to the 19^3 harvest it will have 
ft tendency to bring down the price which the farm- 
ers will receive for their product of the 1925 season. 


Whatever his idea may be, the agriculture depart- 


ment head is utterly wasting his vocal energies by 
protesting'against the practice of holding wheat in 
the expectation of seeing it go up and reaping the 
consequent benefits. 
Successful farmers know that 


they must always reckon with the operations of spec- 
ulators In sending the market up or down. If too 
much grain is shipped to the central markets at once, 
the price becomes depressed. 
The wise and fore- 


handed agriculturist does not sell his wheat at such a 
time if he can look ahead and sec any likelihood of 
better returns. 
He holds It and ships it later, 


It is the very essence of co-opera live marketing 


that farmers shall be able to exerci-v a collective 
control over the flow of their products to the centers 
where they are nought and sold 
Xo such control IP 


possible without extensive facilities for holding large 
quantities of cereals In storage, either on the farm 
or In warehouses 
To make the plan work, farmers 


must do the very thins1 which the secretary of agri- 
culture criticizes 


And yet Mr. Jardine ha* alwayi been an outspoken 


advocate of co-operative organ! cat Ion and marketing 
methods. Possibly, -when he condemned the practice 
of holding whc.it, he forgot that U is the foundation 
Atone for «ucce**ful co-operation. His remarfc about 
farmers needing to copy the methods of big business 
is somewhat contradictory to what he says In con- 
demnation of "hoarding," because big business ha» a 
way of releasing only so much of its commodities at 
a time so that supply will not outrun demand and 
cause a bad slump in prices. 


Irrespective of the »ecretary's views, farmers and 


grain dealers the country over will continue using 
their judgment as to when Is a good time to sell and 
when not. If the national government will employ it» 
resources In seeing that the mark*t 1* noO'plugged" 
against the farmer, he will be able to* take care of 
himself.

KELLOiSG'S STUPIDITY. 


All that "Wifodrow Wilson and Warren Harding, and 


the men who handled foreign relations under them, 
were able to do to promote an era, of good feeling 
between this country and Mexico has been undone 
fry»thp «itupirj M'jri'lTing: pof-«* 3fsp3*<%b*'l by P*vre- 
tary of State Kellogg. The American people cannot 
help but wonder what new turn of affairs caused such 
precipitate and Ill-advised action. 


The administration of Mr. Wilson ushered in a new 


period in the relationships of America and South 
and Central American countries. For the first time. 
Mexico and her neighbors to the south became im- 
pressed with evidence of sincerity and 'good will 
which the American people entertained for them. 
They ^accepted without question the tenure of the. 
good offices of the government of this country to 
assist in solving the perplexing problems which con- 
fronted them. They were for the first time evidently 
convinced of the fart that American interest was not 
nspired by the desire for exploitation of their lands 
and their other natural resources. Out of this new 
confidence was born the Pan-American alliance* 


Then along came Mr. Kellogg with a note, which for 


beeu 
Only 


a few days before the American ambassador to Mex- 
ico had publicly declared that affairs were most re- 
assuring-, that Mexico was progressing steadily and 
ntended to fully carry out all agreements which she 
had made. Without warning Mr. Kellogg bluntly de- 
lared that "Mexico was on trial" before the world. 
To which President Calles of Mexico, equally harshly 
and bluntly,-1 e torts. He asserted Mr. Kellogg had made 
untrue statements. He declared that the American 
secretary of state had directed a threat against the 
sovereignty of Mexico. He said that the American 
government had attempted to act in behalf of other 
interests and other people in Mexico than came under 
its Jurisdiction. And finally he aired his resentment 
against what he termed was an "insult" in suggest- 
ing that Mexico was on trial. 


The whole affair Is. a regrettable incident and as 


amazing- and as astounding a piece of blundering as 
has been witnessed in many years. 


It was another phase of the Big Business program 


of this administration. 


Millions of dollars have been invested in Mexican 


properties by the wealthy.men of this country. These 
investments are entitled to the protection of the 
American flag so long- as they are decently and prop- 
erly conducted. fcSome of these properties have re- 
cently been seized under the national agrarian act 
recently passed by Mexico but a settlement commis- 
sion has already been appointed and presumably will 
assess the damages which the American owners arc 
entitled to recover., Mr. Kellogg's note was' hasty. 
The time to have acted was after and not before this 
commission had met and formulated its findings. The 
secretary of state's note breathes too much of an 
effort to intimidate and coerce the commission.

Probably comparatively few are aware of the fact 


that there is located at'Napanoch, N. T., a state In- 
stitution for the 
indefinite detention of mentally 


deficient delinquents, which the report of Its super- 
intendent. Dr. "Walter N. Thayer, jr., Indicates is 
doing a vast amount of good, not only for its inmates, 
but for society at large. 


Mental deficiency, it should be understood. Is not 


insanity. 
It is an arrest of development, occurring 


some time prior to maturity and may be of various 
degrees. The subject may have1 the mind of a child 
of ten, twelve or other immature age and most such 
people are dangerous to society when allowed to run 
it large. 
, 


Under the law of New Tork prisoners in any/ statft 


Institution found to be mentally deficient may be 
transferred to Napanoch, where he or she may be 
kept for an indefinite period; for life, \t deemed ad- 
visable, subject not to the action of a pardon board or 


pardoning executive, but discharged only when 


ordered released by the experts in charge. 


Dr. Thayer gives It as his opinion that fully twelve 


per cent of the prison population of the country is 
mentally deficient to such an extent as to require In- 
d_efinite custody and those who have given any- 
thought to the matter or have made observation will 
be Inclined to agree with-him. It is these people of 
subnormal mentality ^ who are what IS known as 
habitual criminals. 
They are locked up-for an of- 


fense, serve for a short time and are released, only to 
find their way back to prison within a brief period! 


Imprisonment does this sort of people no good, nor 


does It help society to any great extent to lock them 
up for a time. For their own protection and that of 
the rest of the people they should be perpetually re- ' 
strained, even though the cost be very great. 
The 


prevention of crime is much more to be desired than 
ts punishment, and one of the best ways to prevent 
t would seem to be to keep the habitual criminal In 
a place where he is haimless against society.

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CHICAGO’S GANG WAR. 


That bloody brush between offieers and gangsters 
In Chicago, which cost the lives of three courageous 


and loyal policemen. Is a hideous raflectlon upon the 
second largest city in the United States. 
It was the 
culmination of a long period of intermittent warfare 
between various elements In the , underworld, en­ 
gaged in a deadly warfare among themselves, and a 
separate and di.stinct struggle with the police, who 
were attempting to curb their activities. Five **fficers 
were killed during the work, including the three shot 


down in the climax of last Saturday. 
Gangs have a lwa ys ex isted and thrived in Chicago. 
To a greater degree, perhaps, than in any other 
great American city, gangster methods have prevailed 
in Chicago because they were accepted as a neces­ 
sary evil of cosmopolitan life. 
But in more recent 
W’eeks, there has been a daring, a boldness, a cold- 
sa vagery in the operations of the gang s in Chicago’s 
underworld, which should have served a.« a warning 


to the citizenship of that community. 
Dion O’Bannion, one of the most powerful of the 


underworld leaders, was ambushed and shot In de.Tih 
hy the members of a rival bootlegging ring. 
The 
church where he had w'orshlped as a boy refused to 
permit the holding of funeral servie» *s in any property 
under Us jurisdiction. 
But the Chicago underworld 
prepared to do honor to Its fallen Idol wdth ¡i lavl.sh 
ex penditure of money which startled the rest of the 
country. 
The floral tributes cost thousands of dol­ 
lars, and required a half a dozen motor trucks to 
transport them to the cemetery. 
They came from 
every quarter—rich and ftoor, obscure and influential. 
A hundred musicians headed the funeral procession. 
The casket in which O’Bannion’s body reposed was 
ma gnificent and cost a small fortune. 
While the 
church would not allow O’Bannion to be. burled under 
Its roof, thousands of people lined the streets to pay 
homage to a man 
reputed to 
be a cold-blooded 
••ktller.” 
And then came Genn.n, the spectacular leader of a 
rival element In the underworld, 
and 
presumably 
killed In retaliation for the death of O’Bannion, which 
it wa s thought Genna had Inspired. Once again Chi­ 
cago was treated to a spectacle which should have 
caused any right-minded community to have low’ered 
Its head in humiliation. 
It wa s estimated that the 
funeral ex penses for Genna were In ex cess of JDO.OOO, 
an outpouring of wealth which had been gained 
through g a ng la nd’s operations. 
The ex planation of this amazing affront to good 
(jitizenship, this mockery of every decent Instinct in 
the life of a great city, this daring and cold-blooded 
“ la st-ditch” stand of banditry and la wlessness aga inst 
the sworn officers of the Isw' ma y be found In the. 
fa cts related above. 
O’Bannion and Genna and their 
followers were new figures in the lurid history of 
Chicago's gangland. 
Their rise to pow'» r and riches 
wa s simultaneous with the enactment of the federal 
prohibition amendment. 
They fought It out for su ­ 
premacy In a new field of crime. 
There wa s no need 
for them or their followers to enga ge in the. more 
pr« ca.rlou8 undertakings of sa fe-cra cking apd stick- 
ups. They made fortunes In peddling llljclt booze and 
they had the secret sympa thy of a lar*ge portion of 
Chicago's population, which was openly and notor­ 
iously rebellious a gainst the liquor mandate. 
Chicago must clean up. 
The g a ng s must go. 
^ 
The nefarious traffic which provides an ea sy means 
of ex tremely profitable operation for the criminal 
elements of Chicago’s underworld must be wiped out. 
Gang rule must end. And to that end every thoug ht­ 
ful and law-ablddlng citizen of the Windy City must 
align himself back of the courageous and determined 
pollc* officers who are making a fight for la w and 
decency. 
There, can be no more spectaclc.s such as 
characterized the burials of O’Bannion and Genna. 


And yet Mr. J ardlne has alwaya been an outspoken 
advocate of co-operative organization and marketing 
methods. 
Possibly, when he condemned the practice 
of holding wheat, he forgot that It Is the foundation 
stone for successful co-operation. 
His remarTc about 
farmers needing to copy the methods of big business 
Is somewhat contradictory to wha t he sa ys In con­ 
demnation of "hoarding,” because big business ha s a 
way of releasing only so much of Its commodities at 
a time so that supply will not outrun demand and 
cause a bad slump In prices. 
Irrespective of th/e secretary’s views, farmers and 
grain dealers the country over will continue using 
their judgment as to when is a good time to sell and 
when not. If the national government will employ its 
resources in seeing that the market Is n o t‘“ plug ged” 
against the farmer, he will be able to- ta ke care of 
himself.

All that Wqodrow Wilson and Warren Harding, and 
the men who handled foreign relatlona under them, 
were able to do to promote an era of good feeling 
between this country and Mex ico has been undone 
lL\-» the stupid, blundering note dispatched by Secre­ 
tary of S t a t e Kellogg.

which the American people entertained fur them. 
They accepted without question the tenure of the 
good offices of the government of this country to 
assist in solving the perplex ing problems which con­ 
fronted them. 
They were for the first lime evidently 
convinced of the. fart that American Interest was not 
inspired by the desire for ex ploitation of their lands 
and their other natural resources. 
Out of this new 
confidence was born the Pa n-America n alliance. 
Then along came Mr. Kellogg with a note, which for 
sheer 
audacity 
and 
impudence, 
has 
rarely 
been 
equalled In the history of American sta tecraft. 
Only 
a few (lays before the American ambassador to Mex ­ 
ico had publicly declared tha t affairs were most re­ 
assuring, that Mex ico wa s progressing steadily and 
intended to fully carry out all agreements which she 
bad made. 
Without warning Mr. Kellogg bluntly de­ 
clared that “ .Mex ico was on trial” before the world. 
To which President Galles of Mex ico, equally harshly 
and bluntly, 1 etorts. He asserted .Mr. Kellogg had made 
untrue statements. 
He declared that the American 
secretary of state had directed a threat ag a inst the 
sovereignty of Mex ico. 
He said tha t the American 
government had a ttempted to act in behalf of other 
Interests and other people in Mex ico than came under 
its J urisdiction. 
And finally he aired his resentment 
a g ainst what he termed wa s an "insult” in sug g est­ 
ing that Mex ico was on trial. 
The whole affair Is. a regrettable incident and as 
amazing and as astounding a piece of blundering a.s 
has h'pfn w'ltnessed In many years. 
It wa s another phase of the Big Business program 
of this administration. 
Alillioos of dollars have been Invested in Mex ican 
properties by the wealthy men of thi.s countrj'. These 
investments are entitled to the protection of the 
A,merlcan flag so long as they are decently and prop­ 
erly ctfhducted. 
Some of the.sc properties have re­ 
cently bet n seized under the national agrarian act 
recently passed hy Mex ico but a settlement comm is­ 
sion has already been appointed and presumably will 
a ssess the damag es which the American owners arc 
entitled to recover. 
.Mr. Kellogg’s note wa s hasty. 
The time to have acted was after and not before this 
commission had met and formulated Its findings. The 
secretary of sta te’s note breathes too much of an 
effort to intimidate and coerce the commission. 
American trade has been steadily ex pa nding In the 
Mex ican and South American zone. 
The ex ports and 
imports Increa.sed over 200 per cent In the last ten 
years. 
If Mr. Kellog g’s note results In rekindling the 
fires of hatred a» id distrust, which so long curtailed 
American trade w-lth her nearest neighbors. It will 
prove an ex ceedingly ex pensive bit of diplomacy w ith­ 
out even the .slighte.st consideration of the huma ni­ 
tarian aspects of the situation. 


N O T A C O N S IS T E N T A T T I T U D E . 
Mr, J ardlne, the seretary of agriculture. Is quoted 
In a published Interview as deploring the fact that 
some whea t Is being held throughout the country by 
persons who ex pect to get higher prices for it. 
He 
sa ys that this is Interfering with prosperity and that 
what western agriculturists need is an Injection of 
big business methods into their Industry. 
J ust what the secretary means by the latter clause 
Is not clear. 
But It Is plain enough what he Intends 
to convey In hls statement about the hoarding of 
wheat. His theory seems to be that everyone having 
grain to sell should let loose of It at once. 
But if 
tha t were done the natural effect would be to glut 
the market and send prices down, so tha t the people 
with wheat to sell would get less for it. 
Incidentally, 
such a practice at harvest time would g reatly dimin­ 
ish the farmer’s returns on his investment and labor. 
Mr. J ardlne must know enough concerning human 
nature to realize that nobody la going to sell his 
wheat, unless he Is hard pressed for money, when It 
seems likely that he can make a good profit from 
rising prices by keeping It awhile. 
Farmers, 'kpecu- 
lators, and ex porters are all alike in this re.spect. 
No 
matter how much the secretary of agriculture may 
scold about it, they are not going to sacrifice their 
anticipated gains by disposing of what they have for 
less than they think they can get for it a little later on. 
Perhaps Mr, J ardlne had in mind the old wheat now 
in the hands of speculative buyers, who hope to dis­ 
pose of it at a good advance before the new crop 
comes on. 
He fears, mnybc, that if this wheat is re­ 
leased just previous to the 1925 harvest it will have 
a tendency to bring down the price which the fa rm­ 
ers will receive for their product of the 1925 eeason, 
AVhatever his idea may be, the agriculture depart­ 
ment head Is utterly wa sting his vocal energies by 
protesting 'a g a inst the practice of holding wheat in 
the ex pectation of seeing it go up and reaping the 
consequent benefits. 
Successful farmers know that 
they must a lwa ys reckon with the operations of spec­ 
ulators In sending the market up or down. 
If too 
much grain is shipped to the central markets at once, 
the price become.s depre.ssed. 
The wise and fore­ 
handed agriculturist does not sell his wheat at such a 
time If he can look ahead and see any likelihood of 
belter returns. 
He holds it and ships It later. 
It is the very essence of co-operative marketing 
that farmers shall be able to ex ercl.v a collective 
control over the flow of their procftiets to the centers 
where they are fiought and sold. 
No such control is 
possible without ex tensive facilities for holding large 
quantities of cereals in storage, either on the farm 
or In warehouses. 
To make the plan work, farmers 
must do the very thing which the secretary of a g ri­ 
culture criticlgcs.

H A N D LI N G T H E M E N T A LLY D E F I C I E N T . 
Probably comparatively few are aware of the fa ct 
that there Is located a UNa pa noch, N. Y., a sta te In­ 
stitution for the Indefinite detention 
of mentally 
deficient delinquents, which the report of Its super­ 
intendent, Dr. Walter N. Thayer, Jr., Indicates Is 
doing a va st amount of good, not only for Its inmates, 
but for society a t large. 
Mental deficiency. It should be understood. Is not 
insanity. 
It is an arrest of development, occurring 
some time prior to maturity and may be of various 
degrees. 
The subject may ha ve the mind of a child 
of ten, twelve or other Immature age and most such 
people are dangerous to society when allowed to run 
at large. 
^ 
Under the law of New York prisoners in a n s t a t e 
Institution found to be mentally deficient may 
transferred to Napanoch, where he or she may 
kept for an indefinite period; for life, }f deemed a d ­ 
visable, subject not to the action of a pardon board or 
a pardoning ex ecutive, but discharged only when 
ordered released by the ex perts in charge. 
Dr. Thayer g ives It a s his opinion tha t fully twelve 
per cent of the prison population of the country is 
mentally deficient to such an ex tent as to require In- 
^^•nlte custody 
and those w’ho ha ve g iven a ny 
thought to the matter or have made observation will 
be Inclined to agree with him. 
It is these people of 
subnormal mentality - who are wha t is known a s 
habitual criminals. 
They are locked up'for an o f­ 
fense, serve for a short time and are released, only to 
find their way back to prison within a brief period. 
Imprisonment doe.s this sort of people no good, nor 
does It help society to any great ex tent to lock them 
up for a time, 
p’or their own protection and that of 
the rest of the people they should be perpetually re­ 
strained, even though the cost be very great. 
The 
prevention of crime is much more to be desired than 
its punishment, and one of the best ways to prevent 
it would seem to be to keep the ha bituil criminal In 
a place where he Is ha imless a g a inst society.

Plenty of good milk can be bought on the market and what 
does it cost* A few years ago we tried to determine the 
cost of milk to the consumer. We persuaded certain 
fam- 


ilies who used very little milk to use one quart of milk for 
each member of the family and compare their food costs. 


In every case it was found that( their 
total food cost for a month was not 
increased and in some cases their ex- 
pense for food had been lowered. It 
was a great surprise to these families 
for they thought that each additional 
quart of milk would mean that much 
more money and did not realize that 
their other food costs would be un- 
consciously and automatically low- 
ered. 
A good cow can produce in the form 
o! milk in one year food that equals 
three times the food value of the 
meat in her body; at the same tim« 
she will produce a. calf and will re- 
peat the process next year. Few peo- 
ple realize that milk is so cheap a 
food in proportion to its value 


If an abundance of good milk were placed in all of the 
homes of this city, so that all might drink freely, the quan- 
tity of milk consumed would probably be doubled, the tot«l 
food costs would be no higher and the si?c, strength and 
development of the average child would be greatly improved.

Plenty of good milk can be bought op the market and whst 
does it cost? 
A few years ago we tried to determine th« 
cost of milk to the consumer.

each member of the family and comparé their food costa, 


Jn every case it was found that their 
total food cost for a month was not 
increased and in some cases their ex­ 
pense for food had been lowered. It 
was a great surprise to these families 
for they thought that each additional 
quart of milk would mean that much 
more money and did not realize that 
their other food costs would be un­ 
consciously and automatically low­ 
ered. 


A good cow can produce in the form 
of milk in one year food that equals 
three times the food value of the 
meat in her body; at the same time 
she will produce a calf and will re­ 
peat the proce.ss next year. Few peo­ 
ple realize that milk is so cheap 
a 
food in proportion to its value. 


If an abundance of good milk were placed in all ot th« 
homes of this city, so that all might drink freely, the quan­ 
tity of milk consumed would probably be doubled, the total 
food costs would be no higher and the size, strength and 
development of the average child vi ouid be greatly improved.
